THE NEW SOUTH. 


“The old flag” will not—if the presi- 
dent does not change his mind —float 
over a single province after high-noon 
of day after to-morrow. This glorious 
fact springs from many strange cir- 
cumstances. It comes from the hands 
of a republican president, who was 
chosen by a series of returning boards 
It stultifies the entire reconstruction 
“work” of his party. It isa blow aimed 
at all the means by which the 
administration reached power, both 
general and local. It snufts out the man 
who led in Louisiana the republican 
electoral ticket several hundred votes 
and whose efforts were an essential 
part of that stupendous plot which 
deieated the popular will. But what of 
all this—Louisiana will soon be a soy- 
ereign state, aad the whole south will 
not contain a carpetbag governmen\v. 

Why our opponents are really will- 
ing to admit that the war is over and 
that constitutional methods should 
prevail, matters little to us. We 
can accept the fact, without inquir- 
ing why it comes so suddenly and 
strangely. If this great good comes 
from a presidential desire to quiet the 
presidential title by popular and just 
acts, let us not complain. If the pres- 
idential brain harbors the insane idea 
that by adopting democratic measures 
it can divide the democratic party in 
the south, unsectionatize the republican 
party and save it from death, we need 
not hasten to undeceive it. If Mr. 
Hayes thinks the peopie of the south 
can 80 easily forget the story of 
military interference of the past 
eight years as to prefer the party 
that is alone respunsible for it, we need 
not rise up to tell bim he isa fooi. Nor 
is it incumbent upon us to protest if 
he is simply trying to save the army 
by confining its use within constitu- 
tional limits. Whatever the motive, 
the result is inevery way desirable,and 
we need not gu back of official acts. 

The south, the whole south, has now 
its grand opportunity. Freed 
from organized bands of _rob- 
bers and bayonet rule, with 
a territory unsurpassed for natural 
fertility, with a climate that is simply 
superb, with inexhaustible mineral 
resourceg, with, in short, all of nature’s 
best gifts, she is now ready to take up 
the real work of reconstruction and to 
carry it forward with that quiet deter- 


contented enterprise. The road is long 
and weary, but industry, energy and 
economy will put us overit. Let the 
battle begin without delay. Let our 
material interests have precedence 
henceforth, for the new life is to 
be practical arid plodding until finan- 
cially we reach solid ground. We need 
not trouble ourselves greatly «bout 
federal politics. There is scarcely any 
one so short-sighted that he can- 
not see that the democratic party is the 
party of the future—that it is to con- 
trol this country for a generation to 
come—that it will be overwhelmingly 
successful in the next general eicctions. 
It is the only party in the country that 
is not sectional, and we have only to 
hold firmly to it while we battie for 
bread, to witness a victory that will pe 
at least a partial compensation for the 
bitter trials of the past. 


THE FIRST BATTLE. 


The first shock of contending arms 
comes from the little mountain state of 
Montenegro—a state so small that it 
can scarcely be found on the map—-that 
contains cnly one hundred thousand 
people, and that is one of Turkey's 
dependent states. It has always been, 
however, a very independent state, and 
ihe recent battle was not by any means 
its first one against the Turks. The little 
principality has long been in a 
chronic condition of rebellion, and 
it has heretofore been very successful! 
in resisting among the almost inavcess- 
ible defiles of the Black Mountain any 
attempt of the Turkish government 
looking to subjugation. The armistice 
between Turkey and Montenegro ex. 

pired last Friday week, and the bloody 
battle at Nicsics opened the great con- 

flict in less than a week aiterwards. 
The town where the battle was fought 


is coveted by the people of Monte- 
negro, and the battle was doubt- 


mination which is born of hope and 


( 


“}iess forced by them. ‘tee bare 


fact exposes the chief weakness of 
Turkey in Europe. Over one-half of 
her territory—all in fact north of the 
Balkan mountains— might as well, 
as far ae this war is concerned, belong 
to Russia. The porte will actually fight 
on hostile ground as soon as he crosscs 
into Bulgaria or Servia or Montenegro. 
This reduces Turkey in Europe to 
small dimensions and indicates the 
result of the contest. 


The Russian ple: that ‘the Christians 
in Turkey must be protected, is ulto- 
gether too thin for general belief. The 
great northern power is not going to 
war to protect any lot of perple. She 
belongs to the land pirates among the 
family of nations. She is striking for 
power and territorial aggrandizement, 
using of course the prejudices of race 
and religion to further the end she has 
in view. A shrewd observer of events 
believes that this will prove to be sub- 
stantially her programme in case her 
arms are successful: first, independ- 
ence of Roumania under King Charles, 
second, Croatia and Bosnia given to 
Austria; third, Albania and Thessaly, 
with Crete, to Greece; fourth, Da- 
brundscha to Russia; fifth, Tunis to 
Italy; sixth, Egypt to England; sev- 
enth, Servia to Montenegro, leaving 
only ancient Thrace, Macedonia, Syria 
and Asia Minor to Turkey. 


THE HUMORS OF A LOCAL EDITOR. 


Various essayists,~ writing by the 
page, have undert:ken at great length 
to define the difference between wit 
and humor. Sidney Smith has been 
quoted in parallel columns with Charles 
Lamb, and extracts from Tom Hood and 
Charles Dickens have been paraded to- 
gether in a manner at once hapvy and 
inconclusive. It may be said that wit 
is either broad or sharp enough to win 
the applause oor attract the 
attention of its author 
Rael humor is unconscious of its own 
existence, and it is only this quality 
that gives it the delicate aroma by 
which it is di-tinguished from wit—it 
is only this quality that makes it thor- 
oughly delightful and enjoyable. Wit, 
piquantly enough, gives the reader or 
the listener a c 1e for applause. Humor 
enjoys its own quaint drollery and 
neither asks nor expects recognition. 
We have written this much for the 
purpose of introducing some ex- 
tracts from the pen of a Georgia 
editor who is a humorist in his 
own right. He is the local editor of 
the Mitchell Reformer, and some of his 
contributions to the current newspaper 
literature of the day are quite remark- 
able for their unconscious humor. He 
has heard that there are strawberries 
in Camilla, but disbelieves the story. 
He remarks: 

We heard a lady say there were rfpe strawber- 
riesin town. We hate to dispute her veracity, 
though until we are more thoroughly convinced, 
will not give it up 

The foregoing is quaint enough, but 
it is not nearly so quaint and express- 
ive as the following terse and vig- 
orous summary o} a sporting event that 
occurred in the neighborhood: 

Severa! of our huntsman met in tow: 
Wednesday evening and druga deadwild ca# 
hide around the suburbs ot the town, and set 
some twelve or fifteen hounds on irail, which 
caused things to how! for some fifteen or twenty 
minutes. 

It will be perceived that he erters 
into the spirit of the occasion, and, in 
a few apt words conveys the idea that 
the deep-mouthed music of the flee- 
ing hounds transformed itself into an 
echo which, as it were, stirred the 
village to iis very’ centre. In 
another place he comments in 
forcible terms upon the fashiens of the 
day, showing quite an intimate ac- 
quaintance with the appertainings of 
female apparel. He says: 

The latest improvement on bustles are ca led 
tilu(hjers, which sets things up prettily. But 
few of vurgirls have them. By all means get 
one. Striped stockings and tilters looks so nice 
on our girls gud lavies. We can wear striped 
stockings, but not tilters, so the young ladies 
are ahead ef us in style. 

Turning for a brief moment from 
matters of mere local importauce, the 
editor gives a brief word of warning 
to his exchanges, as follows: 

Some editors when commenting on any item 
they see in this paper, says the ‘‘Camilla Re 
former” says so and so. You are mistaken 
There is no paper published here by that name. 
The name of our paper is The Mitchell Re- 
former. That doesn’t spell ‘Camilla Reformer.”’ 
In the future, place your blue. glasses where 
they belong. Credit items correctiy. 

We reproduce the foregoing, not 
as a specimen of humor, but as a ser- 
mon to thoughtless newspaper men 
who are in the habit of loosely credit- 
Ying .the items they gather from ex- 
changes. The voung Camilla editor 
next turns his attention to the work of 
reforming the base ball club in his vil- 
lage, and thus strongly appeals to the 
sensibilities of its members. 

Bay boss, lets meet and organize our Base Ball 
Club one night next week? Be sure and not 
forget this, as the style we meet some evenings 
to practice, isa perfect nuisance, Haye some 
discipline attached to the game, and en- 
force the rules, This way of haying any and 
everybody in the game that knows but little or 
nothing about the rules, and each one thinking 
that he kuows whats what about so and so, and 
acting a fool generaily, is a disgrace to our 
bawlists. Lew have a civil club. 

The next and last extract which for 
the present we propose to make from 
the Reformer is slightly personal in its 
allusions, but it bears about it all the 
flavor of a little romance in which the 
editor is one of the principal partici- 
pants. He remarks:

or organization. When we speak of the stand- 
ing of an attorney at law, we do soin compar- 
rison with the other members of the profession‘ 
In speaking of the influence or control which 
one person has over another, the standing of 
the two, in contrast, is naturally suggested. 
And in speaking of your standing, I simply in, 
tended to do so in comparison with that of Gen. 
G yrdon, over whom you are supposed to exer 
cise a controlling i: fluence. 

In otherw rds, | was neither considering nor 
di:cussing your character. I meant to say, that 
in pointof standing, you were greatly inferior 
to Gen. Gordon. In point of position, whether 
civil or military, you stand far below him. Ip 
point of intellectual force, you stand far below 
him. ln point of intelligeuce, you stand far 
below him. In point of ability, you stand far 
belowhim. In a word, iu point of the large 
majority of the meuntal characteristics and 
traits, which make up a man who should con- 
trol others, your standing is, in my opinion, 
very fur below that of Gen. Gordon. 

In my article I said nothing asto‘he height 
of General Gordon’s standing. That is a ques. 
tion about which persons may differ, which J 
did not discuss. I sin ply intended to say that 
whatever may be his standing, iu the contrast, 
you stand very far below him. And the contrast
